twcnty-iifth anniversary as Cardinal to
pause and survey, when he Is sevonty-
sevon years old, the broad outlines of
his career. No comprehensive attempt
has been made up to this time to toll
the atory of tho Cardinal's life, crowd-
0(1, as It has been,- with events not
only of deep slKnillcance to the world,
but of absorbing Intorest. Those con¬
siderations, and tho peculiar appropri¬
ateness of the dotihlc jubilee, havo
emboldened me to embarg on the rath¬
er hazurdous task of trying to write a
biography while the subject of It Is
yet living. In the pr-paratlon of the
book I have been specially solicitous
lo obtain accuracy. Unverified state¬
ments have been rejected and I have
wholly discarded unconllrmed tradl-
tlon and reminiscence." The bio-
graphy, beginning with the Cardinal's
birth |n Baltimore. Md.. on July 23.
1814, describes his early family life
and schooling, the death of hla father
and th<* return of Mrs. Gibbons and
her children from Westport, Ireland,
where tho last days of the husband and
father were spent, to New Orleans,
I.a. Tho future Cardinal, as his bio-
grapher points out, gave up the pro-
mlse of a business career in licw Or-
leans for the priesthood and. In the
summer of 1855. left that city for Bal¬
timore and began his collegiate train¬
ing at St. Charles College. Elllcott
City, Md. Tho second stage of his
course was finished at Ht- Mary's Semi¬
nary in Baltimore, and be, was ordained
priest hy Archbishop KenrlCk, June SO,
1781.
The chapters of the biography go on

to describe the pastorate of St. Brid¬
get's during the War Between the
States, the dangers and difficulties en¬
countered toy tho young priest in his
ministrations at Fort McHenry and the
prophetic sermon preached by him on
tho night of Lincoln's assassination.
They tell of his appointment as Vicar
ApoHtolle of North Carolina when the
war ended and of the rapid growth of
the CathoUc Church In the vlcariato
under his charge.
Tho death of Archbishop McGlll In

Richmond In January of 1872. says Mr.
Will, opened a new field for the ver¬
satile activity of Bishop Gibbons, who
was Installed as tho head of the Rich¬
mond diocese. October 13. JS72, by
Archbishop Bay ley. of the Baltimore
Cathedral. He remained In Richmond
until October 14. 1S77, when "his fel-
iow-cltlzeha of Richmond, without dis¬
tinction of religious belief, viewed his
departure with regret."

Ills biography from this time on has
to do with his work as Archbishop of
Baltimore, his being made Cardinal on
June r,o. 1K«»C, the early years of his
ci lltialate, his organisation in Balti¬
more "f a celebration In honor of the
centennial of the elerärchy, his ed
.. D against' direct relations between
the Vatican and the government at
Washington, his appeal^ to Congress
: ir a continuance of government ap¬
propriations to Catholic Indian schools,
his attitude against foreign natlonal-
i'm In the American church, his prny-
cr at the dedication of the great fair
In Chicago, his efforts to prevent the
Spanish-American War. his Influence In
bringing about the suppression of the
Louisiana lottery, and In promoting
the election of Pope Plus X., his sym¬
pathy with French Catholics: with his
extensive travels, his opposition to di¬
vorce and other social evils, his writ¬
ings, his health and habits, the cele¬
bration of his golden jubilee as veriest
and silver Juhllee as member of the
Sacred College, on June 1. 1911.
The last chapter deals with a sum¬

mary of his labors and pays a Just and
eloquent tribute to the conspicuous
accomplishments of the Cardinal, which
have attracted the attention of the
world. But, says Mr. Will, in clos¬
ing, "the Cardinal has "oeen first of all
Ihe priest, laboring for the salvation
of souls and never relaxing his self-
diseipllne In the school of. piety. With
him religion has been a real thing.
the greatest reality of life.and he
has ever clung close to the rigorous
sulplclan code he learned at fhc semi¬
nary, although engaged In manifold
labors that have left an Indelible
stump upon the fabric, of contemporary
history."
The book is all the more valu¬

able, .because during this year Cardinnl
Olbbon's name has been much In the
thoughts and upon the lips of fellow-
Americans, upon whom and his natTVe
land he has reflected so much honor.
The biography, which treats of hla
la,bors and their influence for good, is
n Just tribute to a truly good and great
man and church dignitary, known and
beloved In the United States and other
countries where his fame -has gone
afcroad.
The biography Is splendidly written.

The November Serlbner.
Two special features of Interest In

the November Issue of Scnbner's
Magazine, nre Thomas Uelson Pago's
article on "General l*ee and the Con¬
federate Government" and "General
Fttnsten's Account of the Capture ot
EnrHlo Agulnaldo." In his article Mr.
Page expresses the opinion that, as a

commander, General Lee was "the vic¬
tim of tho Incompetence of the civil
authorities. At the very last Mr. Page
writes that Lee "had successfully ac¬

complished one of the most difficult
movements of his caroor. He had
withdrawn his army by night from
Grant's front, extending against his
lines for thirty-odd. miles, In places so

close that the movement could not he
begun .until tho moon sat. He had
crossed ,the Appomattox twice and,
marching oast Grant's left, was well

on uis way to Danville, when the dla-
astrous consequences of civil incom¬
petence overtook him. la the llrat
plucc, a letter in which Leo had stat¬
ed the condition of his army and his
plans to the civil authorities had been
left in Richmond and fell into tho
hands of the Union commander, appris¬ing him fully of Lee's route and tuu
desperate condition of his axniy.I And, secondly, when Lee reached
Amelia Courthouse, whore he had or¬
dered that rations should meat his
army, it was found that, though they
had been sent as directed, 'the train
carrying them had been ordered away
again a few hours before his arrival."
Mr. Page quotes from Lee's final re¬
port of the surrender of Appomattox
in regard to this misfortune, as fol¬
lows: "Not finding the supplies or¬
dered to be placed there, nearly twen¬
ty-four hours were lost in endeavor¬
ing to collect subsistence for men and
horses, Tho delay was fatal and could
not bo retrieved.'" In this day ol
probing for the. truth, Mr. Page's ar¬
ticle will doubtless be widely read.
